• Tho Boscowitz arrived from northern 
parts yesterday morning and brought in- 
telligence uf an alarming state of affairs 
mi tho Skeona river Mr. Borland, of 
Loith & Borlund, LOOinile house, Cariboo 
road, who went to Skoena Forks in the 
spring with u pack train, arrived down 
from Ha/Jeton with letters for tho At- 
torney-Ganeral from several officers, thuso 
from Judge Woolnti ami Constable Wash- 
burne are prtKlucod below. Mr. Borland 
says that the cuiisttiblos obtained informa- 
tion that Kifc-wan-cool .Jim, tho chiof who 
killed an Indian doctor because he believed 
tho latter bad poisoned his children; was 
atKitman-gitr about liftoon miles below thu 
Forks. On the morning of thu lilth of 
June an Indiatf brought in the nows that 
■Jim was in a bouse at Kittnati-gar. Farly 
in tho morning three of the patty walked 
down to, tilt.' bouse, which was occupied 
by about twenty Indians. Jim was among 
the number, and he was called on to sur- 
render. He made u break for tho door 
and ran in towards thu bush. llolnios 
li red his revolvor over Jim's head after 
calling mi him to surrender, but he still 
kept on. Green then raised bis Winchest- 
er rille and lired, striking Jim in tho back, 
tho bullet gi ling clear through bis body. 
Jim fell and expired in a short time. 

After this occurrence the specials went 
to headquarters at Hazolton. Mr. Bor- 
land had considerable difficulty in gutting 
to tho mouth of the river, but finally ac- 
complished the feat and yesterday deliv- 
ered to the government Ibe papers for- 
warded through him. 

Following are the communications of 
Judge Wooton and Constable Washburn : 

[COPY.] 

Metlakahtla, July 5th, 1888. 
Sir, — I havo the honor to state that 
Mr. Borland arrived this morning from 
Hazolton, bringing nows that. Kit-wan- 
cool Jim, for whose arrest I issued a 
warrant, has been shot and killed by one 
of the spocials lately sent up tho Skeena 
river, and that tho whole posse are now 
at tho EL B. Co.'s post at that place; 
powerless and unable to leave on account 
of the threatening attitude of a large 
body of Indians, who demand §1,000 or 
tho lifo of a white man. Under the cir- 
cumstances and after obtaining informa- 
tion from Mr. Borland (who will call at 
your office), Mr. Todd, the. Indian agent, 
and 1 think it expedient that 1 should 
proceed to Hazolton with C'apt. Fitz- 
stubbs, who will bo ready to start in a 
day or two. Wu also dcoin it necessary 
that an additional number of specials 
should go. These, there may bo difficulty 
in getting, but 1 shall endeavor to obtain 
at least six from this part and as many 
more as I can up the river. Trusting what- 
ever is done will meet with the approval 
of tho Government.

Through Mr. Roycraft, superintendent 
of provincial police, to the Hon. Attorney - 
General. 

Sir, — I left Hazelton with a constable 
tlieJHth of June for Kit-wan-cool, for the 
purpose of locating Kit- wan-cool Jim. 
iiiigageil an Indian to put mo on bis 
track or to show me his whereabouts and 
to render all the assistance possible. The 
Indian agreed to take urn to him and, if 
successful, promised him §100. 1 left for 
Hazelton to got more men, in tho mean- 
time leaving i>ir- constable at Kittnan-gar. 
Being in Hazolton 1 got notice that two 
messengers I had scut after Kitzcgas 
murderers wore on tho trail to here. 1, j 
with one constable, remained, sending 
two to join the one at Kitinan-gar and 
for him and nie to follow as soon as pos- 
sible after getting reports that tho parties 
could not be got for nearly three weeks 
yet on account of deep snow in tho moun- 
tains and foot-logs being swept away 
tJot notice of Kit-wan-cool .Jim having 
come from the head waters of .Nuns river 
and being not many days travel from 
Kitman-gar. 

Sunday tho 17th I tried all in my 
power to obtain a canoe with a crow, but 
in vain. Monday up to noon with the 
same result. 1 had to buy a canoe with 
paddles for the sum of §32. With an 
Indian and Klootchinan, a constable, and 
myself as captain, hastened down tho rivur 
as ijuick as possible, got delayed on ac- 
count of a bad piece i if Water, where tho 
canoe hud to be lowered by tow lino, ar- 
rived at Kitmau ;gur mission at about seven 
a.m., Tuesday, the 19th. On landing 1 
noticed groat excitement. The cause of 
it was that Kit-wau-cool Jim got shut by 
one of tho constables while making resist- 
ance with a pistol in band and trying to 
escape. Found his body in ono of the 
cabins wrapped in blankets, was told that 
prisoner had died only ono hour boforo 
uiy arrival, identified the same to bo thu 
man, found him shot, thu ball entering 
near tho right shoulder-blade, passing 
quarterly through the lung, and coming 
out on right breast, between the third and 
fourth ribs. Tho party of three constables 
had takon the trail for Hazelton, after 
making all arrangements for burial. Ex- 
citement ran high and it became to bo 
threatening. I thought it best to bo gone 
before it was too late, most on account to 
prevent bloodshed. Oil tho trail I ran on 
to an Indian secreted in a hollow troo; 
noticed him trying to strip tho cover off 
of his gun, but Beeing himself 
found desisted in any further movements, 
I bis Indian 1 recognized to be the father- 
in-law of tho dead murderer. He up- 
braided ine excitedly for the constables 
being sent up here and threatened to 
have us wiped out but could not make the 
least efforts to cany anything of that kind 
into execution. Caught up with tho party 
by evening, after having traveled till day 
in a heavy thunderstorm on a very bad 
trail. Next day arrived at Hazleton. On 
landing our packers Jtold what bad hap- 
pened at which the Indians of the village 
became furious and great excitement pre- 
vailed. 1 done all in my power to ex- 
plain to and to quiet them, in which 1 
partly succeeded. Tho Indians ate show- 
ing a defying, insulting and saucy de- 
meanor. There is great talk that thu 
Kit-wan-cools live coming up hero to re- 
venge themsoives. The chief of this town 
gave mo notice, butter to move out of his 
village so it would not boa scone of blood- 
shod. The friends of tint dead murderer 
are swearing to exterminate all bo- 
longing to tho opposite party, 
and tun expecting to hoar pf 
nioro murders every day. I um very 
Cautious in preserving the safety of thu 
white settlers and ourselves hero. Under 
existing ohoiiinslaucei I am bound hand 
and foot, and have to lottiain hero, Have 



to postpone for tho present to go after 
the Kitzi-gas murderers, or attend to 
anything else that is bound to turn up, 
unless I receive reinforcements. 

It would bo a good plan if tho govern- 
ment would send tit onco, and without 
delay, 15 or 20 good men with a good and 
determined leader. It would nip the 
affair in tho bud, and secure peace and 
law for the future.

Roycraft, or any ono with high authority, 
to ooino at once with thu -party being 
sent, for I asked tho chiefs not to bother 
with us, bul that a high government chief 
was to arrive as soon as tho stage 
of water would permit, and to 
wait and lay their grievances 
boforo the same. The Indians are paci- 
fied until the time promised. 1 would 
furthermore state that I have more 
arrests to make in this town, but cannot 
do anything under existing circumstances, 
An Indian arrived from Kitzegukla, warn- 
ing mo that thu Kitz- wan -cool's arc arriv- 
ing and starting for Kitzegukla to burn 
down that village in revenge, und are to 
come here to get the constable that done 
the killing. Am fortifying the Hudson 
Hay Co.'s building. Adopted it as our bar- 
racks. After throe days' hard work, mov- 
iuginraiu, havetnadeourselves secure. Tho 
relatives of tho deceased send word with 
the demand of $1,000 and a man in place 
ot the killed as matter for compensation 
and the gun that had done the killing as 
a luuiuento. 

I have boon anxiously awaiting a chance 
to send this in sooner, but for tho high 
stage of water it was and is really impos- 
sible, so 1 had to take tho expedient to 
sunt it overland. 

Hoping this will meet with your kind 
approval, I remain.

Co. at Fort Simpson, sends tho following 
communication to Mr.T.R. Smith, assist- 
ant cominissioimr, Victoria : 

Pout Simpson, 31st May, 1888, 
Dear Sir- I beg to call to your notice 
the lawluss statu of tho Indians on thu Up- 
per Skeena, and the apparent inability of 
the government to keep the peace, and to 
protect lifo and property in that part of 
this district. 

I have tho following proposition to 
make, which, with your sanction, might 
bu laid before thu authorities, namely: to 
invest our officer at Hazleton with tho 
power of stipendiary magistrate hut with- 
ont^any emoluments, and to allow him 
to spend annually $1,500, if re : 
quired,. in the employment of special con- 
stables to bring to justice any offenders 
promptly. 

The present state of affairs is a disgrace 
to the country. Life and property are 
frequently and openly threatened, and 
the development of trade is thereby ser- 
iously retarded. 

The remedy I propose, I believe, would 
bo quick and effectual as well as econom- 
ical.

The Assignees' Kstlmate of the Property uf 
the Firm. 

Thu assignees of Win. T. Coleman it 
Co., havo prepared a statement of the 
assets of the bankrupt firm, which differs 
considerably from that prepared by Mr. 
Coleman. The statement declares that 
his estimates of the value of his property 
would not bo improper providing it was 
owned by a person of large means and 
with no debts, who could take bis own 
time for realizing ; but owing to its pecu- 
liar and cumbersome character, groat 
difficulty will bu experienced in disposing 
of it. The values placed by the assignees 
are what could bu reasonably expected in 
case of a forced salo. Their estimate re- 
duces the total of accounts receivable by 
§233,1)12.34; of bills receivable by $8,- 
8H!j ; of individual real estate by $463,- 
440 ; of individual personal properly by 
8400,000 : and of merchandise by 8172- 
240. The total reduction in tho assets 
amounts to $1,310,180.34. 

The creditors need expect uo offer of 
settlement from Mr. Coleman for some 
time. His business affairs are so compli- 
cated that thu assignees stale that ii is 
only by great industry on their part, and 
patience on the part of the creditors that 
tho accounts of tho wrecked firm can bu 
wound up.

will bo granted to tho company. In tho 
interval between the commencement of 
tho road and tho completion of tho bridge 
tho company will maintain a railroad 
ferry, capable of carrying a train, on which 
all trains to and from Westminster will be 
convoyed. Work is to bo commenced on 
tho road between Westminster and the 
boundary within thirty days from tho 
timo tho bonus bylaw is passed by tho 
people, and the road is to be completed 
and trains running to Whatcom by the 1st 
of July, 1889. Tho council considered 
these propositions and conditions satisfac- 
tory and have instructed tho city solicitor 
to draw up a bonus by-law which 
will bo laid before the people to 
vote on at the earliest possible day. 
Tho entire length of the Westminster, 
Bollingham Day and Seattle railroad will 
bo 146 miles. The lino from Westminster 
to Whatcom runs through a country with 
comparatively few engineering difficulties 
to overcome, but from Whatcom to Seattle 
the country is rugged and some portions 
of it will be expensive construction. The 
main line will not touch at either Blaine 
or Somiahmoo, but the company intend 
running a branch line to those towns if 
the inducements offered tiro satisfactory. 
Tho road is to be perfectly independent of 
any transcontinental railway, but all com- 
panies will have running powers over it 
on equal tonus. Overtures have been 
made to the holders of the charier to sell 
or give exclusive rights over tho road, but 
all have boon refused, as the company 
consider the line of too much importance 
to be lit the mercy of <>no of the great 
transcontinental railways. On Monday 
morning a party of engineers commenced 
work at Seattle locating the lino north- 
ward, and the location of the line from 
Westminster to Whatcom will be coin 
monced in a few days. It is stated that 
the proposed load will run through much 
valuable agricultural land from which con- 
siderable traffic is expected. It will also 
give communication to a large tract of 
country which at present, is inaccessible, 
owing to lack of transportation facilities. 
Railroads create traffic, and this Jiie is not 
expected to prove r.ti exception to tho 
rule. It is estimated the country 
through* which the railroad will run 
contains within the 2s mile belt, on each 
side of the line, 12,000,000,000 feet of 
marketable lumber. This only includes 
timber that cannot be taken out by water, 
and is certain to furnish an immense 
yearly revenue to the company as the 
lumbering interests aro developed. The 
company have acquired a certain tract of 
land on which tire said to be rich coal 
beds. This laud has been partially pros- 
pected by Alajo: Jones, of the United 
corps of engineers, who reports the 
discovery of a number of seams the 
largest of which are Ifft. Oin. and 
-I ft. Between the two latter seams 
only a foot of shale intervenes. Oil the 
same property are beds of iron ore of 
large extent. The iron assays 56 per 
cent, and tho bed is 125 feot wide by 13,- 
000 feet deep. The coal assay gives 81 
per cent, pure carbon, and it is almost 
free from sulphur. The coal beds are 
highly tilted and can be economically 
worked. The engineer estimates the coal 
in sight at 15,000,000 Ions, and being 
immediately contiguous to the lino of the 
proposed railway, it will bo easily mined 
and marketed. --The iron is of low grade 
but inexhaustible, and in consideration

Another big thing which he has intro- 
duced is the cultivation of Sisal hemp, 
which grows luxuriantly on all the islands 
and makes cord as good, if not bettor, 
than mauilla rope. Speaking of this the 
governor said that formerly tho inhab- 
itants "let the plants go to waste, but since 
he had offered a bounty for its cultivation 
they took it up with great zeal, and con- 
siderable rope had already boon exported 
to the States. Some people, he said, ob- 
ject to the bounties, but he remembers 
that several years ago they ottered one for 
the prosecution of the out sea fisheries, 
and last year this branch of industry, 
which was then almost neglected, amount- 
ed to over £.100,000.. The governor 
speaks enthusiastically of tho people and 
climate. Ho goes to England to lay sonu 
of the wants of his colony before the gov 
eminent. 



THE WESTMINSTER SOUTHERN. 

We heartily join in the feelings of 
pleasuro which dominate the people of 
Westminster just now over tho probable 
construction at an early date of the West- 
minster, BellinghaiU Hay and Seattle 
Railway. While the scheme dragged for 
a time, the people of Westminster never 
lost their faith in its accomplishment, and 
have assisted its progress by every means 
in their power. An outline appeared in 
the telegraphic columns of Till! Colonist 
yesterday morning explaining the condi- 
tions upon which the road will be built. 
Those in a word are as follows: the city 
of Westminster gives a bonus of $150,000 
to the railway, $100,000 to the bridge, 
and provides the necessary grounds for 
tho erection of tho stat ion house, freight 
sheds, car repairing and machine shops, 
as also tho right of way through tho city. 
The company also asks exemption from 
taxation for twenty-live years. In. con 
■ideration of this the company agree to 
build their car and machine shops in 
Westminster, and .-ill repairs for the en- 
tire rolling stock of the road will be mad. 
in their shops in that city. The work 
shops will employ some 200 men, and 
when tho ear shops aro ready for opera- 
tions, this number will bo largely in- 
creased. The company also propose to 
inaugurate a tri-weekly steamboat ser- 
vice between Westminster and Whatcom, 
and another steamer will connect with 
Seattle. It is claimed that when the line 
is built to Whatcom, tho time to Seattle by 
rail and water will be eight hours shorter 
than from Vancouver to Seattle. The 
bonus, wo learn from the Columbian, will 
not bo required en Woe. When the Bret 
ten miles is completed tho city will pay 
the company $50,000, at the completion 
of twenty miles, §50,000 more, and when 
tho line is Hllishod to the boundary ami 
trains running, the balance of the bonus 
in to bo paid. The company will draw up 
jduii* of a railway and trallic bridge ivhich 
tho city will lay before tho government 
foV approval, and when Lhu right to build 
■on those plans is granted the company 
.will commence work forthwith on tho 
/bridge and liuish its construction Its rap- 
idly us possible. Until the bridge is

It is expect- 
ed that everything in connection with the 
line will be finished this week. If the 
supply of lumber in that limit gives out 
nothing is easier than .in taking up the 
rails and laying them along some of their 
other immense timber limits.

fho dinners on the Columbia rivet 
have entered upon the last month of the 
season. The pack to dale has been less 
than last year. This has been generally 
predicted from the start, so that its efl'eet 
lias been discounted. It is reported that 
Knglish buyers have come into the mar- 
ket within the past two weeks, but of 
course have had to buy mainly from 
second bands. It is claimed that t hoy 
have paid $1.00(e,$l.ti7A free on board at 
Astoria. The Carquinez brand of Sacra- 
mento has been taken for export at $1.50 
free on board here. Some lots of Alaska 
are reported engaged for expert at S>l.o7.^ 
(§$1.45 free on board here. It is reported 
that the Eraser River pack of Wadham 
& Co. has been taken for England at $1. 
-10, and that since 81.42^ has been bill for 
a lot unlabeled. Eraser river salmon are 
now held at $1.60 and River Inlet at$1.45 
free on board at Victoria. Two lots of 
Skeena river have been sold for Australia. 
The Fraser river run usually commences 
about the "th of July. Jt is expected to 
bo lighc. The only increase this year will 
come from Alaska, a comparatively now 
source ot supply. An Astoria correspon- 
dent of the Johnson Locke Mercantile Co. 
of this city places the pack ot salmon on 
tho Columbia river to July 1st at 159,500 
cases. This is the report of twenty-live 
canneries, which are credited with 4,000 
lo 11,000 cases apiece. The two canneries 
at the Cascades are credited with 20,000 
eases, making a total of 1711,500 cases.

STARVED TO DEATH. 

A Young (ilrl Named Bobbins Churned with 
Causing the Death of Her Ohild-In- 
quest on Die Body of the Iiifaui. 

Early yesterday morning Dr. Ronwick 
was called upon to give a certificate of 
death on the body of a child which had 
died in a brick house on Cormorant street 
abovo Douglas. On visiting the house 
Dr. Ronwick found the body of a female 
child lying on a bed. The doctor exam- 
ined the body, which weighed only 4k 
pounds, and refusing to give a certificate 
that death was the result of natural causes, 
immediately notified the coronur, Dr. 
Jackson. The police were then called in, 
and it was decided to hold an inquest on 
the remains. 

At three o'clock in the afternoon tho 
inquest was held in the city hull, tho fol- 
lowing jury being sworn : H. Mansell, 
(ieo. VV. YVynn, Wm. Croft, Samuel Clay , 
John Woods and Thus. Storey (foreman). 

The jury then proceeded to the house 
and viewed the body of the infant. The 
following evidence was taken : 

Dr. Ronwick, sworn — The child is the 
daughter of Minnie Bobbins, und was 
born on June 8th last; I uttoiulod the 
mother and child; this morning at 7:30 
1 was aroused and told of the child's 
death; made a post mortem examination; 
weighed the body of the child and found 
it to be -li pounds, which was by u com- 
putation about 3i or 4 pounds less than 
when it was born; on opening the body 
found the internal organs quite healthy; 
saw no evidence of food in the intestinal 
canal; from external and internal signs I 
judge that, the child died of inanition. 

To the Supt. of Police — Inanition 
means t wo things — being starved willfully 
and food being involuntary withheld, or 
being unable to assimilate the food; I 
leave it to the jury to say how tho child 
died; the child was perfectly able to as 
siniilatc its final. 

Minnie Robbing, sworn — The child is 
mine; she was sick for one wouk; the 
child died at. daylight this morning ; was 
not at home at the time ; did not nurse 
the child since it was a week old; had not, 
enough nourishment for it, and had to go 
out to work; left the child with my sis- 
ter; lefl cow's milk with my sister for the 
child; fed it myself on Sunday ; when I 
came home this morning it was doiid. 

The jury found that the deceased came 
to her death through culpable negligence 
on the part of her parents or guardians 
by withholding proper nourishment, 

Immediately after the verdict the mother 
of the infant was arrested and placed in 
the lock-up, on a charge of causing tin 
deat h of her infant daughter. 

It has been ascertained that t he accused 
is the daughter of a man named dobbins 
whoso occupation is to mend clocks and 
sewing machines. The family resided in 
a little bouse oil Broad street, between 
Johnson and Pandora, for some time 
The father of t he deceased infant is said to 
he a blacksmith named Slaughter, who left 
this city for Tuconia about four months 
ago. 

The unfortunate mother, Minnie Rob 
bins was seen in the police barracks 
lust evening. She is about 111 years 
of age and nil her good-looking, Sh 
said the infant, although it had never 
been bapti/.od, was called Jennie Slaugh- 
ter. Being asked if she intended to em 
ploy a lawyer, she replied, "1 have no 
money; but what good would it do, even 
if I did?" She was then asked if her 
father would not obtain for her legal us 
sisUmce. At the mention of her father's 
name, the girl, who was sitting in a des 
pondenl attitude, burst into tears and 
sobbed bitterly. She evidently feels her 
position very keenly and has little to say 
ubout the death of her child. She volui 
toured the statement that Slaughter, the 
father of the child, had gone to Tueoiua 
about four months ago, and overhearing a 
remark as lo her relationship tq a 'ad who 
was in trouble some mouths ago. for phtc 
ing an obstruction on the railway truck, 
she exclaimed, "Oh, he is my brother." 

The ease will come up in the police 
court this morning. 



THE SALMON CANNERIES. 

KUli Running Freely at all Poluts and Kull 
Pucks Augured. 

The steamer Barbara Hoscowitz arrived 
down from the north yesterday morning 
with freight and passengers, among the 
latter being A. . I. MeLelliin, Nuns River; 
Miss Booth, Inverness; R. F. Dodd, 
Mussett; M. II. Cowan, Rivers Inlet; Mr. 
Borland, Huzlotou. Among tho freight 
were 3,000 cases of salmon from the 
Skeena and Nuns r'vers. 

News front t he canneries on the Naus 
and Skeena rivers and Rivers Inlet is of an 
encouraging nature. At each of these places 
the salmon are running freely and can- 
neries are busily engaged ill putting up 
the pack. 

At Rivers Inlet, Cowan, Shaw & Co.'s 
cannery had put up 2,00Q cases 
up to the lime the steamer left, 
with every indication that a full pack 
would be secured. The same is true at 
Tims. Shotbolt's cannery where 1,800 
cases bad been packed to date, 

On the Naus river theie is hut one 
establishment, that of A. J. McLellau, 
and he reports 1,000 cases packed at the 
time he left. It is expected thai a full 
puck of 12,000 cases will be put up, hi 
the tish were running in large numbers 
At this cannery considerable improve 
liieni has been made in the building tto- 
Cointnpdation, and a substantial wharf 
has also been constructed. 

Mr. B. Youm: received a letter from 
his partner stating that on July 7th, 700 
cases were put up and on July fith be- 
tween six .and seven hundred cases. At 
the time of writing over seven thousand 
cases had been put up, anil as fish were 
running well over ten thousand will have 
been packed by the B. A. P. Co. up to 
the present date. Prom tho outlook all 
canneries on the river will have a full 
pack.
